House Speaker Joseph Martin, 
Massachusetts Republican, first in 
line for succession to the presi- 
dency. 

The vote was 6 to 5, with the 
committee dividing along party 
lines. Republicans supported the 
proposal. Democrats voted no. 

President Truman recommended 
more than a year ago that the 
speaker of the House be next in 
line after the vice president.

Getting High Is All In A Day’ s Work For J. A. ‘Curtis 


This is a little story about a 
man who gets very high very 
often. He does it during busi- 
ness hours, And what's more, 
he gets paid for it. 


He is J. A. Curtis, employee , 


of the Upland street department. 
Mr. Curtis has the full time job 
of trimming trees around the 
city, @ job which involves somé 
climbing which would probably 
look like sheer suicide to you and 
I, but which Mr. Curtis regards 
as all in a doy’s work. 

By profession, Mr. Curtis. is a 
tree surgeon. This comes in 
handy for a tree trimmer, as it 
enables him to know what limbs 
to cut and what not to cut. 


Tree trimming serves two 
main purposes, Mr. Curtis says. 
One is to prune limbs which are 
becoming too heavy and which 
constitute a hazard to motorists 
or passersby. The second pur- 
pose is to remove diseased and 
injured branches which are un- 
sightly. 

Professional tree climbing in- 
volves the development of an as- 
sortment of skills at which Mr. 
Curtis regards himself as mod- 
erately adept. 

From the hills of his native 
Tennessee to the mountains of 
Oregon, Mr. Curtis has been 
scaling trees during a good por- 
tion of his adult life. 


His climbing equipment— 
when the tree in question , in- 
volves a sufficient height to war- 
ant its use—consists of a stan- 
dard set of tree climbing spikes 
and a long rope knotted with a 
“climber’s hitch.” 

Some men prefer the safety 
belt for climbing, but Mr. Curtis 
likes the rope best. It has sav- 
ed him from serious injury a 
good many times, he says. 

‘Fell 40 feet from a tree 
once,” he comments laconically, 
“but the rope caught me just 
before I hit the ground.” 

The safety rope, he explains, 
is secured high up on a main 
branch before the tree topper 


begins his work. The rope is 
then fastened to the topper’s 
middle by means of a special 
knot which will neither slip nor 
tighten, 

Trees are trees, Mr. Curtis 
avers, but some of them are a lot 
harder to climb than others. A 
pepper js about as easy as any 
to top, he says, because it’s 
rough and it has a lot of branch- 
es. 

A eucalyptus, on the other 
hand, is a lot more difficult. 
For one thing, the bark is slip- 
pery, and the branches are few- 
er and further between. 

But big or little, smooth or 
rough, J. C. Curtis tops ’em all.

Telephone Alarm

The result is “The Fire Finder,” 
a relatively simple little gadget 
designed to spot hotel blazes be-

The apparatus received

Here’s how it works:

On the wall of each room is af- 
fixed a small thermostatic device 
--a pencil-sized glass tube with 


mercury. 

As the temper#ture in the room 
rises, the mercury expands, push 
ing a metal pin upward through 
the tube. 

When the room becomes very 
hot, the pin makes contact with | 
two electrodes. | 

That cuts off the telephone and 
sends an electrical impulse along | 
its wires to light up a tiny bulb 
on the telephone switchboard. 

It not only sets off the alarm | 
but gives the exact location of the | 
fire.

LONDON—A handful of British 
workers have struck a new note 
in labor relations by refusing on 
religious grounds to join trade 
unions. 

In the words cf one of their 
spokesmen, trades unions are 
“worldly” and resist the principles 
of meekness demanded by Christ. 

“We fecl if we cling to God's 
principles, God won't let us down,” 
said Eric Smith, a member of the 
116-year-old Plymouth Brethren, 
who refused to join a trade union 
and was dismissed from his job. 

An official of the Trades Union 
Congress, Britain’s top policy- 
making labor body, said “organ- 
ized labor in Great Britain oper- 
ates without regard to race, creed 
or color and we have many re- 
ligious people among our ranks.” 

Plymouth Brethren shun danc- 
ing, smoking, drinking and the 
theater as “worldly pursuits.”
